(ii) 1/32" ‘on’ for Moglai Jarilla and 2/32" ‘on’ for other descriptions and 
1/32" ‘off’ for staple except in the case of M.G. Moglai Jarilla, M.G. 
Dholleras, and M.G. Rajasthan American, which with basic staple 3/4" 
shall have no ‘off’ value lor 1/32" staple; 
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values ‘on’ and ‘off’ for grade and ‘on’ and ‘off’ for staple. 

(3) The basis of Fine Vijay Contract shall be Fine M.G. Viiay staple 27/32"

(ii) 2/32" 'on’ and 1/32" ‘off’ for staple, values ‘on’ and ‘off’ for grade and 

‘on’ and ‘off’ for staple. 

(4) The de.scriptions of cotton and their respective basic staple lengths tender- 
able under (I) Fine Jarilla Contract and (II) Fine Vijay Contract shall 
be as specified in column (2) of the Hedge Schedule. The maximum 
staple length tenderable shall be os specified in column (3) of the Hedge 
Schedule appended to these bye-laws. 

(5) The following standard samples for class shall be prepared for each of 
the descriptions specified in column (2) of the Hedge Schedule appended 
to these bye-laws:—

Certnln hy-law.‘i apttly to certain Hedge contracts .—For .purposes of 
Hedge Contracts for Jarilla and Vijay March and April 1957 doliverie.s 
respectively, the provision.^ of the bye-laws noted hereunder and Hedge 
Scheduled as they stood immediately before the 23rd February, 1957 shall 
bfe applicable, namely:— 

By-laws 62B, 53, 54, 55. 5.5A, 61 and 128, and for purposes of such contracts 
for Jarilla and Vpay Mav and Juno 1957 deliveries and thereafter 
the said provisions and Hedge Schedule ns amended on the aforesaid 
date Ehal! be applicable”.
